In compiling a work of this kind, gathering genealogical 
data from so many different sources, no one only those who 
have had some experience in this line of work, has any ad- 
equate idea of the amount of time, labor, and expense that 
is consumed in investigation and research, which is requi- 
site for a full and complete record. Many embarrassments 
are encountered which give the compiler no little anxiety, 
especially so in some of the correspondence and records 
that have been received from many friends and interested 
parties, which were better than the average, yet some have 
been so illegible that great care and due diligence have 
been exercised to avoid as many errors as possible in the 
compilation of this work, but undoubtedly some will be 
found. It is impossible to get every date correct, there be- 
ing so many discrepancies in records of dates and names. 

To many unacquainted with genealogical information, 
many of the items or records contained herein, though very 
valuable and interesting, may seem too trivial or too much 
beneath what is called the * 'dignity of history** to be in- 
serted, yet it may be observed, that we are not entirely com- 
petent judges of what may be valuable or interesting to 
those who shall come after us. Instead of polished sen- 
tences, or well turned periods, truth in its simplicity should 
be the aim of the genealogist and historian. A person can 
write a book in a very short time, but there is not a person 
that will ever live long enough to gather all the records 
and important data which might be found concerning the 
Prince family since their emigration to this country to the 
present time. 
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PREFACE. 

The study of genealogy is so very fascinating that the 
compiler has considered the task of gathering what is con- 
tained herein a pleasure rather than a burden, although it 
is far from being complete, and far from being what the 
compiler might desire. It is hoped, however, that it may 
stimulate some future historian or genealogist to collect 
the stray threads of family life and gather them into com- 
pleteness, and to such the compiler would say that he has 
in his possession a large amount of valuable information, 
not herein contained, which would be of great utility to 
those contemplating the same. Hoping that this little vol- 
ume will meet the approval of the present generation who 
give it a perusal, and of the generations which are to 
follow, and that any corrections or additions will be

I. * 'First Generation." — Daniel* Princewas born in Birm- 
ingham, Old England, May ist, 1755. He joined the British 
army and came to this country in 1777 under General Bur- 
goyne, and was probably with him in his contemplated 
grand march through Canada and Eastern New York to 
the sea, which was brought to an inglorious end by his 
surrender to General Gates, at Saratoga, Oct. 17, 1777. 
Burgoyne and his army were sent across the country to 
Boston as prisoners of war. In passing through Massa- 
chusetts, many of the British fell out by the way, and sub- 
sequently became American citizens. Mr. Prince was one 
of this number, and took up his residence in Williamsburg, 
Mass. In 1779 he married Mary Packard, of Goshen, 
Mass. She was the daughter of James Packard, one of the 
first settlers of Goshen, and was a native of Bridgewater, 
in this state. Mr. Prince died in Springfield, Mass., April 
23, 1828. His wife died May 21, 1816. Their remains now 
rest in the cemetery at Springfield, Mass. They had the 
following eight children — three sons and five daughters:

It is merely conjecture that Richard and Robert Prince 
were brothers, yet such may be the case. It has also been 
supposed that Rebecca Prince, who married Capt. John 
Putnam, the next door neighbor of Robert Prince, may 
have been a sister of Robert. This is more than probable 
from evidence in possession of the writer. She was called 
''step-daughter" of John Gedney, which serves to still more 
complicate the family relations in this case.

property was recovered. Sarah Osborne was accused of 
being a witch by the "afflicted girls." Her second mar- 
riage was unhappy and so depressed her that her mind, 
dwelling upon that and her changed fortunes, became un- 
balanced, and on the 29th of February warrants were duly 
issued for her arrest. She was convicted and sentenced to 
death, was committed to prison and heavily chained. Frail 
in body and feeble in mind she yet had strength enough to 
maintain her innocence of the charge made against her, 
and from March 7th to May loth she languished in Boston 
jail, when death, more considerate than man, released her 
from her bonds. She was a woman of excellent character, 
only marred by the fact of her marriage with a man whom 
she had hired to carry on the place. The gossip excited 
by this act told against her at the trial. 

The house built by Robert Prince is still standing (see 
illustration) with many changes, on Spring avenue, now 
Danvers, Mass., formerly Salem village. It is owned by 
St. John Roman Catholic college and is used as a farm 
house. It remained in the Prince family until 1800. The 
original grant was that made to William Pester, but was 
afterward the property of Capt. William Trask who sold to 
Robert Prince in 1659. This grant contained about 150 
acres, and lay, all of it, westerly of Summer street and 
northerly from what is now Maple street, over toward the 
Newburyport turnpike. Robert Prince also owned land on 
the westerly side of Ipswich river. 

For further information concerning Robert Prince, his 
grant, and his widow, Sarah Osborne, the reader is referred 
to the work of Hon. C. W. Upham, or ''Salem Witchcraft 
in Outline," by Mrs. C. E. Upham.

In presence of Solomon Prince and 
Joseph Cady. 
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Larned's History of Windham County, Vol. i, page 534, 
says: "Robert Prince, the same year, (1752) bought land 
east side of the same river, (French or Stony river) of John 
Stone.'* 

Killingly Land Records, years 1754 to 1759, contain 
the following deeds in book 6, page 63:

Inscription on 
gravestone: "Mary Williams, whose first husband was 
William Prince, died April 18, 1799, aged 77 years, 4 
months." William Prince died there (Montville) Feb. 21, 
1773, in the 56th year of his age; buried in old churchyard 
on Raymond Hill, Montville. After the death of William 
Prince, Feb. 21, 1773, his widow (Mary) soon after married, 
second. Rev. David Jewett, who had been pastor at the 
above place for a number of years. Jewett's first wife, 
"Patience," died Nov. 14, 1773. He died June 6, 1783.

There is no record of the marriage of the Rev. David 
Jewett to his second wife. Soon after Rev. Mr. Jewett's 
death, his widow, Mary (Holland) (Prince) Jewett, mar- 
ried, third, Mar. 17, 1785, William Williams. She died as 
above stated, and was buried beside of her first husband, 
William Prince, in Raymond Hill cemetery, Montville, Ct. 
William Prince was a large landholder in Montville, and 
at one time owned the farm on which Captain Jerome W. 
Williams now lives (1896). He became greatly entangled 
by debt and was obliged to make an assignment of his 
property, which left him much impoverished at his death.

In the History of Gloucester, Mass., by John J. Babson, 
page 129, is the following: — 

Thomas Prince is called brother-in-law of Thomas Skil- 
lings. He came to Gloucester before 1650 and settled at 
the Harbor, on what is now Front St., where the family 
continued to reside more than a hundred years. He also 
had land in Fisherman's Field. He had a wife, Margaret, 
who died Feb. 24, 1706. He died Jan. 17, 1690, aged 71. 
leaving an estate of ^153. His children were Thomas, 
born 1650; John 1653; Mary 1658; and Isaac, 1663. Thomas 
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Prince, Jr., married Elizabeth Haraden, Sept. 27, 1676, 
and died Jan. 11, 1705, leaving children, — Edward, 
Elizabeth, John, Isaac, Sarah, Abigail. Of these, John 
became a sea captain, and died April 19, 1767, aged 90 
years. He married first, Abigail Ellery; married second, 
Mary, widow of Elder James Sayward, and had eight chil- 
dren, — John, Isaac, Mary and five other daughters. John 
died young. Isaac married Honor, daughter of Richard 
Tarr, and they had Sarah and John. This John married 
Mary, daughter of Jonathan Haskell, in 1755, and they 
had Mary, born in Gloucester, Aug. 20, 1758; John, born 
in New Gloucester, Me., Jan. 20, 1761. 

John and Isaac, sons of Thomas Prince, Sr., do not appear 
to have been married in town. Isaac received a soldier's 
lot at Kettle Cove, in 1679, instead of John, and was here 
ten years later, but afterwards disappeared. Isaac, son of 
Thomas Prince, Jr., born in 1683, is supposed to be the 
same who married Honor Wonson, widow, in 1730. The 
only male issue of this marriage recorded is a John, born 
in 1734; he is perhaps the only settler of New Gloucester, 
Me., of that name. No descendants of Thomas Prince 
bearing the name have resided in Gloucester for many years.

Notes on the Service of 1775. 



ARMS AND ACCOUTREMENTS— At tlie special 
April session of the Legislature, when the first regiments were 
called out, it was enacted that the enlisted men should be fur- 
nished with good firearms belonging to the colony, if they 
were unable to furnish themselves ; and, if they found their 
own arms, to be paid ten shillings for the use of such arms, 
and in case more arms should be required they were to be im- 
pressed from householders not enrolled. Ten shillings was to 
be awarded to all who offered guns, bayonets and cartouch 
boxes to the soldiers. It was also resolved at the same time 
that three thousand stand of arms be procured for the colony, of 
the following dimensions, to wit : " the length of the barrel, three 
feet ten inches; the diameter of the bore, from inside to inside, 
three-quarters of an inch ; the length of the blade of the bayon- 
et, fourteen inches; the length of the socket, four inches and * 
ajquarter; that the barrels be of suitable thickness, with iron 
ramrods and a spring in the lowest loop to secure the ramrod, 
a good, substantial lock, and a good stock, well mounted with 
brass and marked with the name or initial letters of the maker's 
name." Colony Records, Vol. XIV, p. 420. Officers wore 
swords or " hangers," as then commonly called. 

SOLDIERS' RATIONS.— At the May session, the ra- 
tions for the troops were fixed as follows : Three-fourths of a 
pound of pork or one pound of beef, one pound of bread or flour, 
and three pints of beer to each man per day ; beef to be fresh 
two days in a week ; also a half-pint of rice or a pint of Indian

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meal, six ounces of butter and three pints of peas or beans 
each man per week. Soldiers on fatigue duty were to be al- 
lowed one gill of rum each per day, and at no other time. 
Milk, candles, soap, molasses, vinegar, coffee, chocolate, sugar, 
tobacco, and vegetables in season, were to provided subject to 
the order of general and field officers. After the troops became 
Continental, the rations as authorized by Congress were not as 
liberal, either in quantity or variety, as the Colony allowance.

UNIFORMS AND CAMP EQUIP AGE.— The troops of 
1775 were generally without uniforms. They marched in cit- 
izen's clothes, with blankets and knapsacks. A few exceptions 
are however noted, such as Captain Chester's Weathersfield 
Company, which was clothed "wholly in blue, turned up with 
red," and Captain Arnold's Company of Governor's Guards, 
New Haven, in Lexington Alarm. Individual officers provid- 
ed themselves with uniforms, but their rank was distinguished 
by different colored ribbons which they were directed to wear. 

Camp equipage consisted of tents or " marques" for offi- 
cers, tents for soldiers, and tin and brass kettles, iron pots, fry- 
ing pans, wooden bowls, and quart cups for company cooking 
and "messes." Each company was allowed one cart or wagon. 
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REGIMENTAL STANDARDS.— It was enacted by the 
Legislature that the eight regiments of '75 should be distin- 
guished by flags of different colors, as follows : 1st regiment 
yellow; 2nd regiment blue; 3rd regiment scarlet; 4th regi- 
ment crimson ; 5th regiment white ; 6th regiment azure ; 7th 
regiment blue (?) ; 8th regiment orange.

Raised from and after January 1st, 1877, for the new Con- 
tinental army, to continue during the war.

Took the 
field in Spring of '77 at Peekskill, N. Y., and remained there 
in camp until ordered, under Gen. McDougall, to Washington's 
army in Penn. September '77 engaged on the left flank at 
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battle of Germantown, Oct. 4, and suffered some loss in killed, 
wounded, and prisoners; wintered at Valley Forge, in Hun- 
tington's Brigade, 77-78 ; present at the battle of Monmouth, 
June 28, '78 ; in camp at White Plains in Huntington's second 
Brigade until ordered into Winter quarters with Conn, division 
at Redding, '78-79 ; in '79 served on East side of Hudson and 
in repelling Tyron's invasion. Captain Selden's Light Com-

This Regiment, in part, as- 
sisted in repelling the enemy at Danbury, April 2 6-27 ; went 
into camp at Peekskill in May '77 and served in Pai-son's First 
Brigade under Putnam along the Hudson until January '78 
when the Brigade took post at West Point and later began the 
construction of permanent works there ; Fort Wyllys at that 
point doubtless named after the Colonel of the Regiment. In 
the summer of '78 it encamped at White Plains with Washing- 
ton's main army ; wintered '78-'79 at Redding. During opei^ 
ations of '79, served in General Heath's wing on East side of 
the Hudson.

According to the most recent book issued of New York in 
the Revolution the following are the distinctions as regards 
the regiments furnished by the State : 

1st. The Line ; which regiments were in the United States 
service under General Washington. 

2d. The Levies ; which were drafts from the different 
militia regiments, and from the people direct as well, and which 
could be called upon to serve outside the State during their 
entire term. 

3d. The Militia ; which could only be called out of the 
State for three months at a time. 

Of the Line there were nine organizations, of the Levies 
there were seven organizations and of the Militia some sixty- 
eight organizations — in all some eighty-four organizations.
